WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15 


I -—Illinois has more men on strike 
j than any other state in the union, 
wth the possible exception 
of 
Pennsylvania, according to figur­ 
es compiled here this week by the 
Census Bureau and the 
Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, of which Eth- 
elbert Stewart, formerly of Deca­ 
tur, is director. 
Totals of workmen on strike 
for any of the states are not avail­ 
able. but the computations this 
week were made on the basis of 
ihe large number of men out of 
work in the coal 
mining 
and 
transportation industries. 
Illinois leads in the number of 
shopmen employed on the rail­ 
roads. 
The large number of men 
employed in the shops at Dan­ 
ville, East St. Louis, Blooming­ 
ton, Rockford. Springfield, Quin­ 
cy and other, large* railroad cen­ 
ters, as well as in Chicago, gives 
the state the lead over Pennsyl­ 
vania, New York, and others heav 
ily populated eastern states. 
The figures on file In Washing­ 
ton show that there are roughly 
550,000 men out In the shppmen’s 
strike, including between 100,000 
and 1 50,000 clerks, maintenance- 
of-way employees, signalmen and 
others who are out on an unauth­ 
orized strike. 
Of the total num­ 
ber, it is conservatively estimated 
that about one-fifth or 100,000 
mqn are out on strike in Illinois 
on the railroads, and a substan­ 
tial portion of these are 
down­ 
state employees. 
Illinois ranks second to Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia in the 
number of men employed in the 
bituminous coal mining 
indus­ 
try, according to the Census Bu­ 
reau. 
Pennsylvania has 147.000 
bituminous coal 
miners. 
Wee! 
Virginia 87.000 and Illinois 73,- 
0 0 0 . 
Practically all of the anthracite 
coal miners, numbering 147,000 
who are also on strike, are con­ 
fined to Pennsylvania. 
Assuming that two-thirds bf 
the ''Illinois coal miners are now 


idle, there are approximately 50,- 
000 men in the Illinois coal fields 
on strike at this time. 
Adding 
this total to the 100,000 shopmen 
and allied vdorkers who are in­ 
volved in the rail walk-out, Illi­ 
nois has 150.000 men on strike in 
these two lines of industry. 
Cen­ 
sus Bureau and Labor 
Depart­ 
ment officials agree that this is 
a conservative estimate. 


Director Stewart of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics computes that 
there is an average of four per­ 
sons dependent upon every wage 
earner in the coal 
mining 
and 
transportation 
industries. 
Ap­ 
plying this computation in Illi­ 
nois, there are now 600,000 men, 
women and children in the state 
who are subsisting 
without 
a 
steady source of income. 
The fact that Illinois 
is 
hit 
harder by the present rail and 
coal strikes than auy other state 
of its size in the country has stim­ 
ulated the interest 
of 
Illinois 
members of he House and Senate 
in the negotiations for the set­ 
tlement of the strikes, now un­ 
der way in Washington. 
Senators McCormick and Mc­ 
Kinley have conferred with Presi­ 
dent Harding following his 
re­ 
turn from Marion this week, and 
the handful of Illinois congress­ 
man who did not go home for the 
House recess are following every 
move of the negotiations closely. 
If the strikes are still in pro­ 
gress when the House reassem­ 
bles August 15, it appears likely 
that the Illinois 
members will 
join in a move for congressional 
action to force a settlement 
be­ 
tween the disputants and to end 
the strikes.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, July 15.— The proposed Illinois 
bonus aet for soldiers of the world war, a campaign for 
which is to be started by the American Legion of the state 
on July 17, provides for the sale of $55,000,000 in bonds as 
the means to raise the money to pay the bonus. 
The act purposes to pay every “person who was enlisted, 
inducted, warranted or commissioned and who served hon­ 
orably in active miltary duty in the military or naval ser­ 
vice’’ during the world war, was a resident of Illinois at 
the time of entering the service and was honorably dis­ 
charged, a sum equal to fifty cents a day for each day that 
he served. This sum is not to exceed $300, and it does not 
include those who served less than two months. 
If the person who served has died, the husband, wife, 
children, mother, father, brother or sister of such person 
shall receive the sum to which 
was entitled under the 
act. If the person entitled to such fund died while in the 
service $300 shall be paid to his beneficiaries.
